Utah leading 
U.S. business 
in recovery

Utah continues to lead the way as 
the country stumbles toward eco- 
nomic recovery. The Beehive State’s 
Index of Leading Economic Indica- 
tors jumped 1.8 percent in March 
placing Utah’s economy among the 
strongest in the nation. 

The index jump offset a 1.0 percent 
decline in February and continues a 
strong upward trend since the index’s 
low point in August 1991. The index 
measures such indicators as new au- 
tomobile loans, manufacturing work- 
week hours, initial. unemployment 
claims and new corporations in the 
state. 

“The sharp month gain pushed the 
index 2.9 percent above December, 
confirming a very strong first quarter 
business climate for Utah,” said Kelly 
Matthews, First Security Corpora-

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country, economic activity has in- 
creased further since the last survey 
(in early March) although conditions 
remain uneven across regions and 
sectors,” the central bank said. 

Regional banks in Chicago, At- 
lanta, Richmond and Cleveland re- 
port “noticeable improvement.” The 
Dallas, St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Minneapolis districts show “contin- 
ued’ moderate rates of economic ex- 
pansion.” 

The San Francisco, New York, 
Boston and Philadelphia banks report 
“continued sluggish ... activity,” but 
they also reported either slightly im- 


proved conditions or at least in- 


creased optimism. 

The report was compiled from in- 
terviews with business contacts con- 
ducted before April 27. It will be used 
by central bank policymakers when 


changes are needed in interest rates. 

The Fed last cut interest rates 
April 9 when it lowered its target for 
the federal funds rate. The rate banks 
charge each other on overnight loans, 
from 4 percent to 3.75 percent. 

The move was viewed by analysts 
as insurance for the fledgling recov- 
ery. As 1992 began, most economists 
were unsure whether the economy 
had shaken off the recession’s effects. 
But in recent weeks most have agreed 
the economy is clearly rebounding, 
albeit slowly and unevenly. 

The March survey was more cau- 
tious, noting “modestly more opti- 
mistic” business sentiment. The sur- 
vey in early January depicted a 
stagnant economy. In the latest as- 
cessment, the Federal Reserve found 
manufacturing executives “signifi- 
cantly more upbeat recently,” partic- 
ularly in the Midwest and the South.

“It points towards favorable eco- 
nomic growth for the state in the 1992 
second and third quarters, ”he said. 

Utah suffered through economic 
blues through much of the mid 1980s 
due to oil pricing and high energy 
costs. But propelled by computer 
technology firms,telecommunications 
businesses and residential housing 
construction, Utah has broken free 
from the economic difficulties that 
once dogged the state. 

“We have had a significant im- 
provement in our economy, to the 
point that I would argue that Utah’s 
growth was No. 1 in the nation,” 
Matthews said. 

Increases in the state’s index have 
been propelled by gains in non-resi- 
dential construction and low con- 
sumer loan delinquency rates, said 
Matthews.

will draft recovery plan

WASHINGTON President 
Bush, heading to riot-torn Los Ange- 
les and seeking ways to “guarantee 
tranquility” in urban America, said 
Wednesday the answer is not to 
“dump largesse” on the poor. 

In remarks at the White House be- 
fore leaving, Bush declared he was 
not satisfied with past government 
responses, including the liberal Great 
Society anti-poverty programs. 

“I think we can do better,” he said. 

But he added, “This is no time to 
play the blame game.” He. said all 
Americans want “to see that what 
happened in Los Angeles never hap- 
pens again. We all want to solve the 
problems.” 

Bush said he would make new pro- 
posals after surveying the situation in 
Los Angeles, but he declined to be 
specific. 

His press. secretary, Marlin 
Fitzwater, said earlier that the Los 
Angeles crisis would bring “a re- 
newed effort to get passage” of pro- 
posals already put forward by the ad- 
ministration. 

Bush referred to his proposals for 
tenant housing ownership and for in- 
centives to bring more businesses 
into inner cities, saying, “It is far 
more important to give people a piece 
of the action than simply to have the 
federal government dump largesse on 
them.” 

The president, speaking at a White 
House news conference and later by 
satellite to the American Newspaper 
Publishers Association convention in 


New York, repeatedly refused to 
echo Fitzwater’s recent assertion 
that the Los Angeles riots were a 
product of the failed programs of 
Democratic presidents. 

“We're not trying to assign blame,” 
he said. 

But when a reporter recalled that 
Bush himself had said a year ago that 
Great Society programs generated 
racial animosity, the president 
replied: 

“If I said a year ago that these pro- 
grams weren't working, perhaps I 
have been vindicated. 

“We have put forward some, and 
we may have others to put forward. 
But there’s no point trying to con- 
vince the American people that pro- 
grams that have not worked is the 
answer to this problem.” 

The Great Society programs, cre- 
ated by Lyndon Johnson in the 1960s 
to fight urban poverty and reduce 
racial inequality, became a political 
target for Republicans. On the other 
hand, Bush and Reagan have been 
criticized for scaling back urban assis- 
tance. 

Bush said his goals in Los Angeles 
are: 

e An end to “wanton looting and 
pillaging.” 

e Short-term aid to victims of the 
riots. 

e Longer-range programs to assist 
in “rebuilding and harmonizing.” 

On his two-day trip, Bush is to view 
the damage in Los Angeles and meet 
with local officials and members of a 
federal task force he has dispatched 
there. 


Hearings to decide fate 
of gas company refund

The Utah Public Service Commis- 
sion has scheduled five days of hear- 
ings to begin Monday in Salt Lake to 
determine if Mountain Fuel will re- 
fund $94 million in overcharges to res- 
idents this year. 

“That amounts to about $145 per 
year for each residential customer in 
the state of Utah,” said Joe Ingles, 
chairman of the Committee of Con- 
sumer Services. 

Ingles’ committee is a state agency 
that represents the interests of resi- 
dential and small business customers 
before the UPSC. The committee be- 
gan a review of Mountain Fuel’s gas 
acquisition practices in October 1989 
at the request of the UPSC. 

Mountain Fuel currently purchases 
about 60 percent of its supplies from 
Questar Pipeline Company and mines 
the other 40 percent from its own 
wells. 

Ingles claims Mountain Fuel’s affil- 
iation with Questar Pipeline violates a 
November 1990 order from the UPSC 
requiring Mountain Fuel to acquire 
its gas from the most cost efficient 
sources available. 

Questar Pipeline sells its gas to 
Mountain Fuel above current national 
market prices because of several gas- 
purchase contracts Mountain Fuel en- 
tered into with Questar Pipeline be- 


tween 1972 and 1975. 

“Captive customers in Utah have 
the highest city rate prices in natural 
gas of any of the 48 mainland states in 
the country,” said Ingles. 

Ingles said Mountain Fuel could 
have saved $94 million in 1991 by buy- 
ing out its contracts with Questar 
Pipeline and purchasing gas from spot 
market sellers. Spot market sellers 
generally offer gas at lower prices 
than Questar Pipeline but also offer 
lower stability because contracts ex- 
pire every 30 days. 

Ingles said Mountain Fuel could 
have arranged a standby sales service 
from Questar Pipeline to alleviate the 
risks of dealing with a spot market 
seller. 

“The committee’s proposal that 
Mountain Fuel replace gas purchased 
from Questar Pipeline with spot mar- 
ket gas does not take into consider- 
ation many of the costs that would be 
created by such a change,” said 
Louise Jacobson, spokeswoman for 
Mountain Fuel. 

She said Mountain Fuel estimates 
costs for 1991 would have increased 
by $62 million with Ingles’ plan rather 
than decreasing by $94 million. 

Jacobson said Ingles’ committee 
underestimates the cost of buying out 
the contracts with Questar Pipeline 
and the cost of holding onto Questar 
Pipeline after the buyout as a 
“standby seller,” in the event spot 
supplies dried up.

Russia receives final tactical weapons 


MOSCOW — The last trainload of short-range nuclear weapons crossed the 
border from Ukraine, giving Russia control of all tactical weapons in the 
former Soviet arsenal, commonwealth and Ukraine military officials said 
Wednesday. 

In Washington, Ukrainian President Leonid Kravchuk raised some ques- 
tions about the reports when he said the withdrawal was still going on. He 
reassured President Bush that such weapons would be gone by July 1. 

The arrival of the short-range, or tactical, weapons in Russia would end a 
major dispute between the two most powerful members of the Commonwealth 
of Independent States. It would also ease fears that Ukraine planned to 
remain the world’s third largest nuclear power. 

Four former Soviet republics — Russia, Ukraine, Kazakhstan and Belarus 
— still have long-range, strategic nuclear weapons. 

“Today is the day when we have all the tactical nuclear weapons on the 
territory of Russia only,” Lt. Gen. Sergei Zelentsov of the commonwealth 
armed forces told a news conference Tuesday. “There are no such weapons in 
the territories of other states.” 

The Ukrainian Defense Ministry confirmed that all of the tactical warheads 
had been removed. 

After last year’s breakup of the Soviet Union, the nuclear republics agreed 
to ship their tactical warheads to Russia for destruction. «= me 


Film star Marlene Dietrich dies at 90 


PARIS — Marlene Dietrich, the Berlin-born film legend whose husky voice 
and smoldering eyes captivated audiences for more than four decades, died 
Wednesday at her home in Paris. She was 90. 

Her attorney, Jacques Kam, told journalists gathered outside the apart- 
ment she simply “died of old age.” 

Paul Riva, one of Dietrich’s four grandsons, said she would be buried in 
Berlin next to her mother’s grave. The actress abandoned her German home- 
land during World War II to embrace the anti-Nazi cause and swore never to 
return. 

For more than 40 years, Dietrich entranced film, theater and night-club 
audiences with roles as diverse as the cool, continental temptress Lola-Lola in 
“The Blue Angel,” and the hot-tempered Wild West saloon queen, Frenchy, in 
“Destry Rides Again.” 

Dietrich defied Adolf Hitler’s call to return home during World War II and 
performed instead for U.S. troops. 


Mother’s Day may bring stolen flowers 


NEW YORK — It’s Mother’s Day, when the need for flowers leads some 
nimble-fingered sons and daughters down the primrose path to larceny. 

Flowers are swiped from window boxes, stoop pots and sidewalk planters, 
from public parks, community gardens and the Park Avenue median strip. 
Thieves reach through fences, over walls and out taxi windows. 

Although flower piracy, plantnapping and shrub rustling have become 
year-round problems in New York, Mother's Day is special. 

What’s a gardener to do? At places like the New York Botanical Garden in 
the Bronx, the gardenias are guarded; in Bryant Park, behind the Public 
Library, some shrubs are wired to a burglar alarm; and outside the better 
Fifth Avenue apartment houses, bushes are chained to each other or to an 
immovable object. 


CIA may release secret satellite photos 


WASHINGTON — The CIA may let scientists see its 30-year archive of 
satellite photos to help the experts understand global warming and other 
environmental problems. 

Such access would shed a sliver of light on an area so dark that even publicly 
saying the name of the satellite espionage agency is a criminal offense. 

Officials say a task force will decide how to provide the pictures without 
revealing state secrets. 

The photos could provide scientists with invaluable byproducts of a daily 
tracking of phenomena spanning the globe. 

This could help environmentalists chart the trend of snowfalls over a long 
enough period to draw conclusions about planetary temperature changes. 

The idea of letting environmentalists share the intelligence treasure was 
conceived three years ago by Sen. Al Gore, D-Tenn. Gore believes the intelli- 
gence data could provide the necessary scientific argument for such action.

KUTV, on the other hand, relies on 
the motivation of the student. “If the 
student wants the internship bad 
enough, he will come after it himself. 
We don’t have a formal relationship 
with the different universities,” said 
Richard Todd, production manager of 
KUTV. 

One of the main things Gunn has 
done is set up a continuing internship 
program with Fox. 

Bob Schildmeyer, Fox’s internship 
coordinator, said, “We have been 
very pleased with the interns. They 
are all eager and willing to learn 
more. They are dedicated to the pro- 
fession and well trained. 

“Kvery intern we have had so far 
could have had a job if one was avail- 
able. They are all exceptionally capa- 
ble,” said Schildmeyer. 

An example of a good intern is Chad 
Curtis, a BYU broadcast graduate. 
He is a recipient of the Golden Micro- 
phone Award, given to the top BYU 
broadcast major each year. Curtis 
was recently hired as a writer at Fox. 

The future of the relationship be- 
tween BYU and Fox, however, may 
depend on the public’s response. 

So far, Fox has struggled to get off 
the ground. 

Fox’s February Nielsen ratings 
show a long climb ahead. In news rat- 
ings, KSL leads the pack with a 20, 
KTVX received a 18, KUTV received 
a 10 and Fox received a 2 on the 
Nielsen system. 

Scott Pierce, a TV editor at the 
Deseret News, said his impression of 
Fox news has been good. “They got 
on the air quickly, and they are trying 
something new. 

“The other three stations all look 
and sound pretty much alike. Fox 
doesn’t have breadth or experience 
yet, but they started well,” he said.
